T, Loft u s and is signed by ten water 
p htrons in the city that hav e refu sed 
to make the d op osit for the meter or 
p ay for the labor of installing them. 
It has been ex p ected that someone 
wou ld bring this q u estion before the 
Pu blic Serv ice Commission and d e­ 
mand a hearing before the commis­

In the p etition it is p ointed ou t 
that the city is insisting

a jury is one of the most interesting 
cases ever on trial in this 
county. 
Frazee charges that he paid the de­ 
fendant company $4,809 
for 
160 
acres of land in 
DeSota 
county, 
Florida and that the land was not 
as represented. 
He charges fraud 
and misrepresentation. 
Frazee states that 
in 
January 
1913 he and his son Edward were 
making arrangements to 
take 
a 
pleasure trip to Florida and that the 
land company 
through 
its 
agent 
learned that they were going and in­ 
duced them to go as the guests of 
the company, offering as a special 


inducement cheap fare and the best 
of accomodations if they would go 
on one of the company’s excursions. 
The plaintiff states that lie 
ac­ 
cepted the invitation and 
went 
to 
Florida and states that 
the 
land 
company represented that it was the 
owner of 42,000 acres of land in De­ 
Sota county and that one member of 
the company alone had paid down 
$150,060 
on I lie 
purchase 
price. 
Frazee asserts that the company in 
order that it might cheat* and de­ 
fraud him represented that a rail­ 
road was being constructed across 
the open and unsettled 
prairie be­ 
tween Whittier. Fla. and Bassenger, 
Fla., and that the terminus of 
the 
railroad would he within one mile of 
the land it sold to the plaintiff. 


Frazee further alleges that the de­ 
fendant company fraudlently repre­ 
sented that one boat 
w as 
already 
running up and down the Kissemmee 
river between Bassenger and 
Kis- 
simee, Fla., and that another would 
soon be running.' It is charged by 
Frazee that the one boat’ceased to 
operate and that a rival boat never 
did start on its first trip. 


As to the land he purchased the 
Rush county man states*it was rep­ 
resented to him as being good sugar 
cane land; that it was no more dif­

least that the French women of today 
is not a mere creature of “p leasure, 
of coquettery , and of p erdition.” 


This is the decision just taken by a 
committee comp osed of the leading 
women of France. Amongst its mem­ 
bers are Madame Ray mond Poincare, 
wife of the p resident; Madame Alp h- 
onso Daudet. wife of the great writer; 
Madame Rene Viviani,wife 
of the 
Prime Minister; Madame Delcasse, 
wife 
of 
the Minister of 
Foreign 
Affairs; Madame Camille Flammarion 
wife of the great French astronom er; 
Madame Victor Augagneur, wife of 
the Minister of Marine; Madame 
Juliette Adam; 
the Marquise 
of 
Ganay ; Countess Oreffuhle, Dutchess 
of Uzes and a dozen others whose 
names are equally p romiuent. 
A World-Wide crusade on behalf 
of the good rep utation of the French 
women is to be begun at once. 
The 
world at large is to he taught that 
she is all that a woman should lie, 
and esp ecially the neutral nations in 
the p resent war to be taught to love 
and resp ect her. 
For the crusade is 
a direct outcome of the war. 


With their 
husbands, brothers, 
fathers and sons dy ing in the trend i­ 
es for “la p a trie” the women of Fran­ 
ce declare that they have been stung 
(o the quick by the imp ression sp read 
abroad that they are unworthy of the 
men who are thus nobly dy ing fur 
France. 
This imp ression they de- 
dare is nothing less than a p art of 
the campaig n which Germany has 
carried on the world over to the det­ 
riment of France. 
Esp ecially they 
insist have the Germans sought every 
where to instill the ideas 
that the 
French woman of today is a mere 
‘being of lightness and decadence.” 
In sup p ort of these charges again­ 
st the Germans, the women of the 
eommitte have elected a vast quan­ 
tity of literature diffused they insist 
by Germany in all p arts of the world 
New Agencies, subsidized newsp ap ers 
and even p rivate corresp ondence are 
a few’ of the means which they in­ 
sist Germany has emp loy ed to this 
end. 
A 
counter-organization, 
not 
to 
blacken the character of the Germans 


but to make the world know and love 
the real character of the French wo­ 
man, is what the committee p lans. 
As y et it has not made p ublic what 
will be its method of camp aigning, 
but has established p ernanent head­ 
quarters and invited not only the 
women of France, 
but French wo- 
men in every country in 
the world 
to join in the crusade. 


The French authorities are hav­ 
ing a great deal less difficulty in lo­ 
cating German sp ies than they are 
in finding small boy s 
who 
p ersist 
in running away from home and join­ 
ing the troop s at the front. 
Recent­ 
ly the number who have gone to 
save “la p a trie” has become so great, 
that sp ecial guards have been p lac­ 
ed at all the dep ots to p revent their 
dep arture. 
One of the latest to elude these and 
p resumably to reach the front where 
he has not y et been located is 12- 
y oar-old Edmond Lioret, who lived 
in the Rue de Fublaines at Mcaux . 
He went to revenge himself on the 
“bochos” for 
having wounded his 
brother. 
The note he left to his mo­ 
ther reads: 
“Mamma; It is not worth while to 
try and find me as, I have gone to 
the front. Remember that a French­ 
man must a way s die for France.

1913 he and his son Edwa.'d were 
making arrangements to 
take

pleasure trip to Florida and that the 
laud company 
through 
its 
agent 


learned that they were going and in- 
duced them to go as the guests of 
the company, offering as a special 


inducement cheap fare and the best 
of accomo'dations if they would go 
on one of (he company's excursions. 


The plaintiff states that he 
ac- 


cepted the invitation and 
went 
to 


Florida and states that 
the 
land 


company represented that it was the 
owner of 42.000 acres of land in De- 
>Sota county and that one member of 
the company alone had paid down 
$150.000

price. 


Frazce. asserts that the company in 
order that it might cheat' and de- 
fraud him represented that a rail- 
road was being constructed across

Paris, Apr. , 9: (By mail to New 


York)—The world iss to know at 
least that the French women of today 
is not a mere creature of "pleasure, 
of cbqu^ttety, and of perdition." 


This is the decision just taken by a 


committee composed of the leading 
women of France. Amongst its mem- 
bers are Madame Raymond Poincare, 
wife of the president; Madame Alph- 
onso Daudet, wife of the great writer; 
Madame Rene Viviani.wife 
of the 


Prime Minister; Madame Delcasse, 
wife 
of the Minister of Foreign 


Affairs; Madame Gamillc Flammarion 
wife of the grtat Friiich etsirbnoriier; 
Madame Victor Augagneur1, wife of 
the Minister of Marine; Madame 
Jtiltelte Adam'; 
the Martfinste of 


Gaririy; Countess Greffulile, Dutches!) 
of Uses and a dozen other's whbsd 
names arc equally prbniineril;. 


A world-wide crusade oh behalf 


of tlie good reputation of the French 
women is to be begun at once. The 
world at large is to be taught that 
she is all that a woman should lie", 
and especially the neutral nations in 
the present' war to be taught to love 
and respect her. For the erttSade is 
« direct outcome of the war. 


With their 
husbands, brothers, 


fathers and sons dying in the trench- 
es for "la patrie" the women of .Fran- 
ce declare that they have been stung 
to the quick by the impression spread 
abroad that they arc unwrbrthy of the 
men who are thus nobly dying for 
France. 
This impression tlicy de- 


-lare is nothing less than a ptirt Of 
the campaign which Germany has 
parried on the world over to the det- 
riment of France. 
Especially they 


insist have the Germans sought every 
where to instill the ideas that the 
French woman of today is a mere 
;'being of lightness and decadence." 


In support of these charges again- 


st the Germans, the women of the 
coimnitte have elected a vast quan- 
tity of literature diffused they insist 
by Germany in all parts of the world 
New agencies, subsidized newspapers 
and even private correspondence are 
a few of the means which they in- 
sist Germany has employed to this 
end. 


A counter-organization, not 
to 


blacken the character of the Germans 


but to in'ake the world' know and love 
the real cha'raeter of the French wo- 
man, is what the committee plans. 
As yet it has not made public what; 
will be its' method of campaigning, 
but has; established pernanent head- 
quarters and in'Vilecf not only the 
women of France, but French wo- 
men in every country in' the world 
to join in the crusade. 


The French authorities are hav- 


ing a great deal less difficulty in lo- 
cating German spies than they are 
in finding small boys who persist 
in funning away from home and join- 
ing the troops at the front. Recent- 
ly the number who have gone to 
save "la patrie" has become so great, 
that special guards have been plac- 
ed at all the depots to prevent their 
departure. 


One of the latest to elude these and 


presumably to reach the front where 
he has riot yet been located is 12- 
year-old Edniond Lioret, who lived 
in the Rue do Puhlaincs at Meaux. 
He Went to revenge himself on the 
"boeh.es" for 
having wounded his 


brother. The note lie left to his mo- 
ther reads: 


"Mamma; It is not wortli while to 


try and find me as, I have gone to 
the fr6nt. Reuieuiher that a Freilch- 
man must aways die for France. I 
have gone to revenge Leon. Adieu." 


M. 'Valery-Kudot, soii-in-law of 


Pasteur, lias opened a hospital at 
Ilcuilly for soldiers rendered blind 
during the present war. 
The num- 


ber of these is declared to be far 
greater than 
any one up to the 


present time has supposed. 


Aside from hundreds of oases of 


blindness brought about through di- 
rect injury to the Ayes, it has been 
fonncl that even more cases develop 
in an indirect way. These come from 
fragments of hurtling shells Which 
strike the soldiers at the base of the 
spinal column. 
The injury to the 


nerves there brings about blindness. 
It is especially this of cases that JI. 
Vak'ry-Kadot will undertake to pro- 
vide for at his hospital. He already 
has 250 cases. 


Those for whom a cure cannot iw 


effected will be taught an occupation 
and positions found for them whvre 
they will be self-supporting.

"The Filipinos are a people of 


Oriental habits and type of mind, re- 
iident in the Tropics and subject to 
heir own conditions of life and in- 
lustry.' 'says the commissioner. "It 
eems to me that to expect them to 
emulate the United States in all 
jartieulars is a gross perversion of 
he teachings of human experience 
>r any sound political philosophy." 


Do not understand, however, that 


)r. Quezon considers the Filipinos 
lave failed of proving their capacity, 
even if judged by our standards. He 
loes not. He will offer yon the re- 
pord oC the Filipino legislature and 
•ite the progress in government 
:iade since a larger measure or self- 
nanagement war introduced by the 
iresent administration. By our own 
neasuriiig stick, he asserts, the Fil- 
pino has proved himself to be of 
uau's size, and he should be 
left 


'ree to work out his own destiny.

slavish.imitator of any other coun- 
try or group of countries, however, 
elevated may be the latter.- Even if 
such a: nation did not as well in the 
initial stages of self-government and 
it might do with foreign preceptors, 
nevertheless the slower and less per- 
fect progress was the more 
solid 


and stable and therefore vastly to 
be preferred. 


"I question more seriously that 


any nation can successfully direct 
the course of development that must 
be followed by another. 
The edu- 


cation of the individual is most suc- 
cessful when it 
affords the 
best 


vehicle for self-expression; the edu- 


cation of the nation or the race pro- 
ceeds most naturally as a matter of 
internal evolution. Mistakes 
may 


be made; when made 
they 
bring 


their own penalty. Now, as always, 
it is true that experience is the best 
teacher, and that only be endeavor- 
ing, aspiring and striving can a gov- 
ernment attain to practical 
efficir' 


ency. That has been conspicuously 
tire hisorty of 
the 
Anglo-Saxon 


race. 
Magna Charta was not be- 


stowed by some friendly conqueror, 
but was the product of long years of 
struggle and effort. 
American con- 


stitutional government was not the 
gift of Howe, Cornwallis or the King 
of England. 


"Is there not a way of national 


progress from within as 
compared 


to that stimulated from without'that 
hasty thinkers sometimes overlook? 
Are we mindful of the fact that the 
one priceless advantage of self-dev- 
elopment is that it proceeds along 
the proper line.
